Then, 
when he interpret* it in his par¬ 
ticularly comical way, it Wconiea 
almost side-splitting. 

His program is divided into sev¬ 
eral classes of humor, which he 
em'mecutr* as art umulative humor, 
which includes the piannlogur and 
the monologue, character sketches 
and dialect humor. 

In the first mentioned, 'he name 
fitted the type, for he start • with 
practically nothing and roll up a 
veritable snowball of joke* and 
puns that make laughter miir. fre¬ 
quent as he progresses. 

Before the close of the program 
hr makes a short, serious discourse 
to the audience on Americanism 
that is surprising in its eloquence 
after such spasms of lauchter. He 
asks that everybody talk and think 
disarmament and peace and that 
wc join the campaign to Wrap out 
bolshevism and radicalism. He then 
calls hit auditors out of their trance 
and gives them a clever dialect 
story for a parting shot and leaves 
the stage in a burst of applauie-
